justice. 

Binaggio and Gargotta have 
been silenced by assassins’ bul- 
lets. Both men were under sub- 
pena to testify further before the 
United States grand jury, which 
issued a blistering report Satur- 
day on the $34,500,000 gambling | 
racket, the “vicious” tax-fixing 
racket and other illegal activities 
in Kansas City. 

Under U. S. Protection. 

Both Binaggio and Gargotta 
technically were under the gov- 
ernment’s protection, as witnesses 
in the inquiry. And Gargotta, ac- 
cording to the jury’s report, “was 
the first to violate the code of 
the underworld by § disclosing 
names of his partners and associ- 
ates in race wire news enterprises 
and other gambling enterprises.”

Frank Jo&n Grzyb, three-time 
former convict and member of the 
old Cuckoo gang, was-shot and 
killed last night by a St. Louis 
county officer following a seven- 
mile automobile chase into the 
city that began when Grzyb re- 
sisted efforts to arrest him for 


beating his wife.

Materials that pollute the at- 
mosphere come from such sources 
as mills, mines, burning refuse 
piles, open-hearth steel furnaces, 
smelters, oil refineries, incinera- 
tors, tanneries, soap factories, 
trains, boats, automobiles and 
homes, and from plants that 
process foods or manufacture fer- 
tilizers, lard,, varnish, acids, pa- 
per, paint and resin, glue and 
chemicals. 

Contaminants include what is 
called “particular matter,” in- 
cluding metallic oxides, dusts, 
fumes, mists and fogs. Ash par- 
ticles, carbon and tar result from 
the incomplete combustion of 
coal. There are many types of 
gases and vapors; the most com- 
mon probably is sulphur dioxide. 
This noxious gas may turn into 
sulfuric acid when oxygen and 
water are added. 

Donora Pollutants. 

Considerable quantities of sul- 
phur dioxide were found in the 
atmosphere at Donora, but chem- 
ical analyses of more than 4000 
air samples indicated that no sin- 
gle pollutant caused the deaths. 
Most of those who died were 
elderly or previous sufferers from

Chambers, recently out 
of a sick bed, was ushered out of 
the automobile and entered the 
building on the south side. Then 
he was taken by elevator to an 
upper floor, across the building 
to the north side, then down the 
Governor’s elevator to the execu- 
tive suite. 

While the hush-hush confer- 
ence was in progress, the Gov- 
ernor’s messenger, Gordon O’Ban- 
ner, guarded the corridor to 
prevent any interruptions. 

After the conferences Chambers 
repeated he would not resign. 

Gov. Smith had more visitors 
today to discuss Kansas City af- 
fairs.

Be- 
fore leaving the Yankees, how- 
ever, the outfielder said he would 
not report to the White Sox un- 
less they restored a $5000 pay 
Slash administered by the Yan- 

Ss. 

General Manager Frank Lane 
of the White Sox said, “Nothing 
} doing. We don’t want him that 
} badly. If he won’t report the 
i deal is off.” 

Yankee General Manager 
George Weiss wouldn’t hear of 
canceling the deal. 

“There were no conditions in 
the deal. when it was made,” 
Weiss announced yesterday. We 
have lived up to all our obliga- 
tions in making the deal. We 
are, therefore, taking the stand 
that Wakefield is the property of 
the Chicago ball club.” 

When Lane heard that he heat- 
edly told Weiss he didn’t know 
what he was talking about.

Louis Post-Dispatch received the | 
Pulitzer award “for the most dis- | 
interested and meritorious public | 
service- rendered by an American |

newspaper.” Previous awards 
were in 1947, for the campaign 
to save lfves of coal miners after 
the explosion at Ceritralia, II1.; 
in 1940, for the St. Louis smoke 
elimination campaign, and in 1936, 
for exposing wholesale fraudulent 
vote registration in St. Louis. 

The smash musical hit “South 
Pacific,” by Richard Rodgers and 
Oscar Hammerstein II, was 
selected as the year’s best original 
play “demonstrating the educa- 
tional value and power of the 
stage.” It was the second time 
the Pulitzer Prize advisory board 
had honored playwrirhts Rodgers 
and Hammerstein. Their produc- | 
tion “Oklahoma!’—which is still | 
running—received a special cita- 
tion but no prive in 1944 

“South Pacific’ depicts tune- 
fully the lives of both male and 
female members of a ship's crew 
on a wartime island base in th 
South Seas. It is based on the 
1948 Pulitzer Prize winning novel, 
“Toles of t'° ‘h Pacific” by 
Jai-es A. Michener. 

* outh Pacific’ previously had 
won the New York Drama Critics 
Circle designation as best musical 
of the 1948-49 season. Eight An- 
toinette Perry “Tony's” for the 
current season went to the pro- 
duction, its sponsors and some of 
its players and technicians.

The winning novel this year 
was “The Way West,” by A. B. 
Guthrie Jr. Guthrie's third book, 
the historical novel tells of wagon

where the promise of the “Golden 
West” had lured them from 
- prosperous farms and businesses. 
It was published last October and 
became a Book of the Month Club 
selection. 

The awards, 13 in all, in the 
fields of journalism, letters and 
music, are made annually by the 
advisory board of the Joseph 
Pulitzer Schoel of 
of Columbia University. Each 
of the awards carries a cash prize 
of $500, except the public service 
award, which consists of a gold 
medal costing $500. In the joint 
award. to the Post-Dispatch and 
the Chicago Daily News, each 
paper will awarded a $500 
medal. 

The awards have been made 
annually for 33 years under the 
will of the late Joseph Pulitzer, 
publisher of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch and the old New 
York World. He endowed the 
school of journalism and estab- 
lished the prizes with a $2,500,000 
gift. 

The awards, kept secret until 
the names of the winners are 
telephored from the _ trustees’ 
meeting room, were ‘announced 
late yesterday by Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower, president of the uni- 
versity. 

Red Inquiry Stories Cited. 

For a distinguished example of 
reporting on national affairs, the 
prize went to Edwin O. Guthman 
of the Seattle (Wash.) Times, for 
his series of stories challenging 
the testimony of a witness before 
the Washington State Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee that 
Prof. Melvin Rader of the Uni- 
versity of Washington once at- 
tended a Communist school in 
New York. 

Guthman discovered the com- 
mittee held evidence which would 
‘prove that Rader was elsewhere 
at the time the witness. a former 
Communist, claimed they were 
fellow Red students. Although the 
committee declined to make pub- 
lic the exculpating evidence. the 
university exonerated Rader on 
the strength of Guthmans ar- 
ticles. . 

Meyer Berger. of the New York 
Times, won * prize for local re- 
porting with a simply written ac- 
count of the murder of 12 people 
at Camden, N.J. by an insane 
war veteran. Berger's story at- 
tracted the attention of readers 
beyond the New York area, where 
his reputation as a writer is wide- 
ly recognized. 

Berger's | 4000-word story, de- 
scribing events of Sept. 6 when 
Howard B. Unruh killed 12 per- 
sons and wounded four others, 
was written under pressure. It 
filed a column on Page 1 and 
most of Page 3 ini the Times. a 
newspaper which traditionally de- 
votes little space to “murder 
stories,” however spectacular.

Waiting for: What? 


Post-Dispatch reporter Theodore C. Link 
writes from Kansas City that members of the 
federal grand jury “wished to investigate the 
Binaggio-Gargotta murders.” However, they 
did not do so because “Department of Justice 
officials contended that the federal grand jury 
had no jurisdiction.” 

Why were the grand jurors so advised by 
officials from the Department of Justice? Why 
should they have ‘been dissuaded from going 
into the gangland killings in the Democratic 
club? 

Presumably on the grounds that murder is 
a state offense and not a federal crime punish- 
able in federal court. But the murder of Boss 
Binaggio and his henchman, Gargotta, removed 
for all time men who were under subpena in a 
federal investigation. The federal grand jury 
report says that Gargotta “would have been 
indicted by this grand jury had he not shared 
the fate of Charles Binaggio.” It says “that a 
violation of the federal law had been developed 
against Charles Binaggio and that he also would 
have been indicted by this grand jury if he had 
not been murdered.” 

Does this not mean that federal justice has 
been obstructed by these murders? Does it not 
mean that if Binaggio and Gargotta had not 
been killed they might have been tried, con- 
victed and sent to prison? 

Does it not mean that they might well have 
testified against others and perhaps have re- 
vealed in vast detail the relationship between 
the underworld and the overworld, between 
gangsterism and politics, in thee multi-million 
gambling and vice rackets in Kansas City and 
beyond? 

Not only might they have done so. All signs 
indicate that Binaggio and Gargotta alive were 
menace enough to this whole’ sordid invisible 
government that some men were willing to kill 
them to silence their voices. And silence, them 
the murderers did in cold blood. 

Now neither Binaggio nor Gargotta will ever 
answer to the federal indictments which were 
being planned for them. Now neither will ever 
testify against anyone else in federal court. 

This splendid grand jury was wrongly, even 
if unintentionally so, advised by the Department 
of Justice representatives. The grand jurors as- 
sembled an overwhelming amount of informa- 
tion about commercialized gambling. This was 
much less their concern than the permanent 
silencing of the voices of two key men whom 

the grand jury was about to indict.

Two West Germanys 

It is not only 100 miles of Moscow-controlled 
land which separates West Berlin from Western 
Germany. There is also a considerable philo- 
sophical gulf. West Berliners look upon them- 
selves as the defenders of freedom in their little 
island in the Soviet world, as they demonstrated 
when they turned out en masse for a May Day 
anti-Communist rally. 

West Germans, on the other hand, are more 
concerned with wresting from the Allies the 
full substance of self-government. Reinhold 
Maier, Wuerttemberg-Baden’s frequently-bluster- 
ing minister president, told a Free Democratic 
Party meeting at Duesseldorf the day before 
the Berlin rally, the German people “eannot 
live much longer under a divided half-freedom.” 
The question is whether Europe can‘ live if 
Germans get full freedom too soon. 

rhe problems which West Germany's “half- 
freedom” raises for its Allied occupiers were 
demonstrated succinctly recently when a Ger- 
man law cutting taxes on big incomes was 
vetoed by the High Commission. Germans pro- 
tested against what they regarded as Allied 
interference with German self-government. They 
argued that lower taxes are needed to make 
more capital available. 

But there was plenty of reason for vetoing 
the law. By reducing German governmental re- 
ceipts, it would have increased the financial 
burden America is shouldering in West Ger- 
many. And it would have increased the economic 
power of the big businessmen who set the 
stage for Hitler between the world wars. 

Another law vetoed about the same time 
raises further doubts about just how much Ger- 
mans have learned of democracy. The law would 
have re-established in large measure Bismarck’s 
civil service, which was a hereditary upper 
class that ruled Germans with an iron and

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Recognition for the Press 


It is more than an interesting coincidence. 
we believe, that on the same day St. Louis 
should be informed of honors -to two of its 
newspapers. The Star-Times, the community 
learned, has been selected to receive the 
University of Missouri's Honor Award for Dis- 
tinguished Service in Journalism. And the 
Post-Dispatch shares in the Pultizer prize for 
1949 for “the most disinterested and meritorious 
public service by an American newspaper.” 

The University of Missouri awards have held 
to a high level over the years so that the 
Star-Times may take satisfaction in its citation 
for incisiveness, alterness and outstanding rec- 
ord of enterprise. Certainly it is an unusual dis- 
tinction to be saluted by .the country’s oldest 
school of journalism on a list of honors which 
includes Arthur Hays Sulzberger, distinguished 
publisher of the New York Times. 

The award to the Post-Dispatch, which is 
shared with the Chicago Daily News, is for the 
expose last year of the lamentable fact that 
more than 50 Illinois newspaper editors and 
publishers took places on the state payroll when 
Dwight H. Green was Governor. Not only did 
most of these newspaper men receive compen- 
sation for payroll assignments which they did 
not fulfill; in doing so they ceased to be re- 
porters of the news of graft and corruption at 
Springfield which it. was their duty, as trustees 
of a free press, to present to their readers. 

Roy J. Harris of our staff, who developed this 
news. for the Post-Dispatch,. performed a service 
for his profession as well as for the citizens 
everywhere. Before the facts could be printed, 
Mr. Harris had to spend weeks in careful in- 
vestigation and checking. The Post-Dispatch 
is glad to commend publicly his hard and 
productive work. Out of it came a precedent- 
setting investigation and report by the Amer- 

‘ican Society of Newspaper Editors. 

The Pulitzer award for.the best national re- 
porting is a heartening choice in this time of 
hysteria. It goes to Edwin O. Guthman of the 
Seattle Times for a series of articles which 
showed the unfairness of the Communist 
charges thrown at Prof. Melvin Rader of the 
University of Washington. Edmund Stevens 
fully merited recognition for his distinguished 
series in The Christian Science Monitor, “This 
Is Russia—Uncensored.” The cartoon prize, to 
James T. Berryman of the Washington Evening 
Star, also is notable for the thought behind the 

It assembled the fantastic setting of 
moving picture cameras, klieg lights and radio 
microphones all ready for a “Super-Secret Hear- 
ing in Washington.” ; 

The award for the best editorial, which is 
reprinted in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, 
bespeaks the yearning of the American people 
for peace. This editorial, by Carl M. Saunders, 
editor of the Jackson (Mich.) Citizen Pilot, had 
the unusual result of adoption of a resolution 
by both branches of Congress and the issuance 
of a proclamation by the President. 

The quality of government in the United 
States reflects the quality of the press. Awards 
such as those at the University of Missouri and 
by the Pulitzer prize committee are both an 
incentive to and a recognition of efforts by 
newspapers to be worthy of the freedom which 
they enjoy. 
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Gov. Smith Stops a Walkout 

Gov. Smith's last-minute seizure of the Kansas 
City Public Service Co. brought no visible 
changes in transit service. The management 
still manages and the bus and streetcar oper- 
ators remain at work. But the technicality of 
seizure nevertheless has had a concrete effect. 

First, it rescued the city from the prospect 
of a crippling transportation failure. The King- 
Thompson Act, applied by the Governor, was 
specifically intended to give the public such 
protection in utility labor disputes. 

Second, this is the first case in 200 arising 
under the law in which the State has had to 
resort to seizure. Until now mediation and fact- 
finding were sufficient to settle such disputes. 

Third, while seizure is in effect, the company 
and transit union will be required to bargain 
collectively, under pressure to settle. 

Seizure has the temporary effect of defending 
the union against a 5-cent hourly pay cut. The 
company first demanded a” sharper reduction, 
but a public hearing panel recommended the 5 
scent figure. The fact is that the Kansas City 
Public Service Co. has been losing money in 
spite of a fare increase, which the Kansas City 
Times says was a failure. 

The seizure power also must be tested as to 
the legal responsibility placed on the State. The 
company contends that its profits and losses are 
now the State’s problem, and it has no profits. 
State officials deny that the public treasury 
should pay the bill. 

But the welfare of the company, its workers 
and its future service is directly tied to state 
regulation. The Public Service Commission will 
decide whether the company can curtail service. 
The Mediation Board’s job is the wage dispute. 
The best solution would be a quick one. 
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Worrying About School Books 

Perhaps School Board Member Pohiman has 
a point when he argues that publishers revise 
their textbooks in the same way that automobile 
manufacturers bring out new models each year 
—‘to make the old ones look out of date.” 

There is a rather obvious temptation to both 
author and publisher to bring out a “revised 
edition” to step up the sales of a book to a 
tempo faster than that set by ordinary wear and 
tear—even though, in the case of schoolbooks 
in the hands of juveniles, obsolescence develops 
at a fairly fast clip. 

There probably is little real need for revision 
of a speller, assuming that the proof-reader was 
diligent in the first place, or a grade school 
arithmetic, unless some wrong answers crept 
into the back of the book. 

A problem illustrated by three oranges one 
year, need not be exemplified by three apples 
the next, even though school teachers are said 
to be especially fond of apples. 

But Mr. Pohiman need not worry too much 
about this “racket,” the term he uses for the 
revision of text books. After all, no publisher 
can force the replacement of a book in the St. 
Louis schools. That isin the hands of a special 
committee under Superintendent of Instruotion 
Hickey. And it seems an excellent idea for the 
school board members to leave the problem in 
those professional hands.

First things first. 

A year ago the Citizen Patriot proposed 
that a period during Memorial day be 
set aside to pray for peace. 


Our suggestion was approved by the 
Congress of the United States in the form 
of a resolution sponsored by Senator 
Homer Ferguson and Representative Earl 
C. Michener. The resolution called upon 
President Truman to proclaim a period 
of Memorial day for prayers for peace. 


The White House issued the proclama- 
tion. From Arlington cemetery the chief 
of chaplains of ‘the United States Army 
delivered the praver for peace, the phras- 
ing of which we proposed. 

America, commemorating the memories 
of the men who have fallen on far scat- 
tered battlefields that this nation and its 
way of life might endure, prayed that 
further sacrifices of wars be avoided. 

What’s more logical than that Memorial 
day be marked by such a prayer for 
peace? 

We recite these circumstances only for 
the purpose of urging that again this year 
the President proclaim a period of Me- 
morial day as the proper occasion for 
nation-wide supplication for peace. 

Last year the original suggestion was 
made only two weeks before Memorial 
day. This year we make the suggestion 
early enough to permit normal, routine 
procedure in Congress and again we re- 
mind our readers that this is inspired 
only with realization that armaments and 
men alone cannot mold the shape of 
things t6 come in this world. First things 
should come first, and a nation which 
believes in God should not depend upon 
the materialism of earth to save it from 
the great tragedy of war. 
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We repeat in part the editorial of last 
May: 


The United States is generally classified : 


as a “Christian nation.” 


lf it means anything at all. it means 
that the vast majority of our people accept 
the basic tenets of Christian faith. Beyond 
that there is a large minority of Amer- 


icans who worship in the Hebrew faith. 


Both Christian and Hebrew believe in 
God as the maker of heaven and earth. 
Yet as a nation we seem utterly un- 
aware of God or His place in the making 
of history. 
As individuals many Americans worship. 
Many pray to God daily or more often. 
Why then should not Americ# pray as 
a nation in the time when as a nation we 
are in dire need of help and guidance? 
We do have one day in the year sup- 


_ posedly: dedicated to Thanksgiving when 


we as a people are expected to offer 
thanks to the Supreme Being for the 
blessings showered upon us. 


But we have no day or hour or minute 
when as a people we turn to prayer. 


If we are a Christian nation, isn’t a 
national moment of prayer a logical, 
natural course? 


Differences in creed or systems of wor- 
ship ,or dogma need not enter into this 
discussion if as a people we believe that 
there is a God who shapes the course of 
our lives. 


It should be possible for Protestants. 
Catholics, Jews and others to join in a 
common appeal to a common God.

The world is troubled today. America 
is deeply troubled. The threat of war 
hangs over all of us. Yet we want peace. 
We are not a warlike people. We cherish 
the lives of these young people who be- 
come sacrifices in war. We are ready to 
be tolerant of all nations which do not 
menace us regardless of divergent ideol- 
ogies. 

So far as this newspaper is concerned. 
it believes that the preparation for defense 
of our country is wise and is not in con- 
travention of basic ‘religious beliefs. We 
appreciate, of course, that some good 
people disagree with us. They do not be- 
lieve a fire department is needed to pro- 
tect us from war’s flames even though 
conflagration threatens. 

But first things should come first. 

And the first defense against disaster 


should be prayer. The first appeal for 
peace should be to the omnipotent master 


of the universe.

Between Book Ends 


How a Novel Was Written 


THE TWIN ADVENTURES by William Saroyan. (Har- 
court, Brace, $10 pgs., $3.) 

The mysterious way in which a writer 
exercises his talents to create “literature” 
has néver failed to arouse the curiosity of 
scholars and psychologists alike. But among 
those who have groped to identify the 
source and nature of inspiration, the names 
of the writers themselves are most prom- 
inent. Men as far removed from each 
other in time and temperament as Poe, 
Spencer and Thomas Wolfe have each 
been moved to tell how he thinks his own 
creative genius works. And now, William 
Saroyan has made his contribution toward 
an understanding of the writer at work 
with a top-notch experiment called “The 
Twin Adventures.” 


The first “twin” is a diary. “The Adven- 
tures of William Saroyan.” It covers min- 
ute by minute the 33 consecutive days dur- 
ing which Saroyan wrote “twin” number 
two, his novel, “The Adventures of Wesley 
Jackson,” The diary is now published for 

' the first time; the 
novel first appeared 
in 1946. 

Saroyan had prom- 
ised himself he 
would finish his nov- 
el in a month. Pos- 
sibly because it was 
written under pres- 
sure, the novel shows 
Saroyan at his best 
and at his worst. The 
reader’s own tastes 
will decide which to 
emphasize. On the 
credit side are Saro- 
yan's gift for pre- 
senting a bevy of 

“characters’—in the slang sense of the 
word; his humor: his sympathetic under- 
standing of the needs and desires of ordi- 
nary people; and his artfully artiess style. 
On the debit side are his unctuous sen- 
timentality. a more than usual confusion 
of values, and an unevenness such as one 
often finds in his short stories. 


The only trouble with the diary is that 
it confines itself too often to surface de- 
tails. It does capture the panorama of 
London life. and it does contain much that 
is of interest and value about Saroyan the 
writer and about the art of writing itself. 
However, it fails to get to the bottom of 
the matter because it avoids any sugges- 
tion of Saroyan’s reasons for doing 
what he did. There is no indication, 
for example, of what prompted Saroyan 
to change his hero’s name from Sammy 
Anger to Wesley Jackson. And how did 
Sarovan happen to think of each of these 
names? 


Even the most hard-boiled appraisal 
would have to grant that the diary pro- 
vides “The Adventures of Wesley Jack- 
son” with better documentation than any 
other novel has received. Taken separate- 
ly, the diary is a curiosity and the novel 
a 33 day wonder. Combined they afford 
an unusual opportunity for the reader to 
share in the writer’s thoughts as he strug- 


gles to get his story down on paper.

The title 
of the proposed legislation was 
“Customs Simplification Act of 
1950,” which was indicative of 
numerous changes needed to facil- 
itate the flow of goods into this 
country as a means of enabling 
foreign countries to earn dollars 
here. 

In an accompanying analysis 
of the bill, the Treasury noted 
that the present law permits cus- 
toms officers, in their discretion, 
to let persons entering this coun- 
try bring with them goods up to 
‘$5 in value duty free. Th'‘~ is 
mostly for persons on the Mex- 
fcan and Canadian border and is 
not to be confused with the $400 
exemption granted Americans 
coming home from abroad._ . 

The new recommendation 
would be a combination of the 

resent $5 and $400 exemptions. 
The proposed bill says: 

“Subject to such exemptions 
and under such regulations as the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall 
~ prescribe, articles (not including 
alcoholic beverages, manufactured 
tobacco, snuff, cigars or cigar- 
ettes) shall be admitted free of 
duty and of any tax imposed on 
or by reason of importation in 
the following cases. ... (if) the 
aggregate value of all articles in 
the shipment is not over $10, if 
the articles are intended for the 
personal or household use of the 
consignee and not for sale, or $5 
in any other case.” 


THE BILL ITSELF explains 
that the purpose of change is “‘to 
avoid expense and _ inconven- 
fences to the Government dispro- 
portionate to the amount of rev- 
enue that would otherwise be col- 
lected.”

Italy and the Low Countries could 
sell leather goods and household 
ornaments; -western Germany 
might sell toys. 

It will be up to the Europeans 
to work out quicker deliveriesand 
more attractive packaging. Some 
of the governments may have to 
give incentives to their merchants 
to get them to take the trouble 
to sell for dollars. Italy and 
France did this by allowing the 
sellers to retain part of the prof- 
its in dollars. The Attlee Govern- 
ment so far has declined to do 
this and some British merchants 
don’t care whether they sell for 
dollars or pounds. 

No large amount of trade could 
be expected at the start. Over 
the years, however, such dollar 
purchases might run into the mil- 
lions of dollars. With the deval- 
uation of the European countries, 
Americans could secure good bar- 
gains and the European countries 
would get the much desired 
dollars. 

P.S.—The British ties were de- 
livered in less than a month. The 
duty on the $8 purchase was 
$2.60. The ties were slightly 
rumpled because the Oxford hab- 
erdasher had mailed them in a 
heavy manila envelope instead of 
a cardboard box.

NMONOMAN ALL 
COMEDY, FALLS SHOR 


Fantasy at American Lacks 
Real Wit and Penetration, 
Despite Imagination. 

By MYLES STANDISH 
“The Madwoman of Chaillot” is 


a tough play to review. This Gallic 
comedy by Jean Giraudoux, 


adapted into English by Maurice 


Valency, which opened at the 
American Theater last night for a 
week, is a work, which in the 
original French at least, strove to 
chide an ailing world on its obvi- 
ous weaknesses with an adroit 
combination of wit and worldli- 
ness, imagination and fantasy, 
boisterousness and tenderness, 
stinging satire and compassion. In 
spite of a Communist fondness 
for it in the belief it depicts the 
last spasms of capitalism, it actu- 
ally has a simple and warm- 
hearted Christian message. The 
meek shall inherit the earth. Or, 
if you want it expanded, loving 
kindness will triumph over crass- 
ness and greed. This millennium is 
accomplished in the course of an 
afternoon in the play by having a 
cracked old crone and her addled 
and rag-tag and bobtail confeder- 
ates lure the representatives of 
the grasping set into the sewers 
of Paris and lose them there, an 
Armageddon in the war for right 
which could take place only in a 
fantasy. 

Personally, as a sensitive soul 
attuned to the finer things in 
life and always eager to follow an 


imaginative flight for a good 
cause, no matter how dizzy, we 


/were prepared to throw our heft, 


for what it was worth, behind 
“Madwoman’s” cheering section. 
So we were pretty loathe to criti- 
cize it, and were willing to hold 
back in the hope that there were 
esorteric clefts in its wit which 
we were too dull to penetrate, a 
soaring joyousness in its wings 
which; we were too earthbound to 
follow. Well, we’ve seen it twice 
now, and read it painstakingly in 
book form, and we’re ready to 
give a verdict. “Madwoman” 
simply doesn’t come off. 

We'll grant you that Valency’s 
script sometimes skirts the higher 
levels of the imagination where 
you can now and then almost 
grasp the sense of poetic allusion. 
That sometimes, especially in 
Martita Hunt’s performance of 
the Madwoman, there is a tinge 
of pathos and a delicate nearness 
to truth. That Christian Berard’s 
two fine sets are completely in 
mood. But the story of “Mad- 
woman “is one of almost. When it 
seems to get close to its point, it 
falls off, like a pilot at the top of 
a chandelle. It doesn’t have the 
gay and bouncing wit to clothe 
its statements that George Jean 
Nathan, who reads. French like 
an Academy member, insists 
Giraudoux’s original had. Its wit 
is self-consciously precious, even 
at times labored and sophomoric. 
Most of the time the cast, under 
Alfred de Liagre’s direction, com- 
ports itself like a tank-town com- 
pany of Shakespeare tragedians 
on a drunk to celebrate a break- 
down of a tour.

You can defend it by contend- 
ing the acting is as highly stylized 
as that of a Chinese opera. But 
when such stylization and the 
bizarre setting is used to cover 
elaborate arm waving and mug- 
ging, when the ingenue is made 
to deliver a soliloquy on love 
while gazing rapturously into the 
flies, or to depict the purity of 
young passion by tripping in and 
out like a gazelle with a hotfoot, 
then it is close to old-fashioned 
hamming swathed in a gauzy 
cloak labeled “art.” Personally, 
we would have preferred more 
earthiness, more lustiness, less 
airiness, more vitality and clarity 
in the underscoring of the theme. 

We won't try to be a mind- 
reader and estimate the popular 
reception of this. After all, it ran 
a year in New York after early 
predictions of quick death. We 
did notice last night however, a 
stampede for the exits by at least 
a dozen drama-lovers in the four 
rows ahead of us when the play 
was only entering the home

CHEST Y-RAYS URGED 
ON HOSPITAL PATIENTS 


Method Called Easiest, Most 
Efficient Way to Dis- 
cover Cases.

Chest X-ray examination of all 
patients admitted to general hos- 
pitals is a means of “tuberculosis 
case-finding at its easiest, most 
efficient best,” Dr. Fred J.| 
Hodges, chairman of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan radiology depart- 
ment, said here yesterday. He 
addressed the annual luncheon 
meeting of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society of St. Louis at 
Hotel Statler. 

Dr. Hodges ‘urged that the so- 
ciety encourage general hospitals 
in St. Louis to establish such 
X-ray programs. Of the 26 gen- 
eral hosptals here, it was pointed 
out by Clem F. Storckman, presi- 
dent of the society, only five have 
adopted the practice—City, St. 
Louis County, Homer G, Phillips, 
Faith and Christian Hospitals. 

More than 200,000 persons, in- 
cluding patients and staff, have 
been examined by miniature chest 
X-ray at the University of Michi- 


years, Dr. Hodges said. An aver- 
age of 9.3 per cent of the examin- 
ations each year showed “evidence 
of clinically important chest ab- 
normality,” and about 1.5 per cent 
of the total led to the finding of 
tuberculosis in some stage. 

Listing the advantages of case- 
finding among hospital patients, 
he said hospital staffs can handle 
much of the work, facilities for 
treatment are at hand and pa- 
tients easily can be isolated to 
prevent their infecting other per- 
sons.

SCARLETT ASKS FOR

Bishop William Scarlett of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Missouri to- 
day asked the 11llth annual con- 
vention of the diocese for election 
of a coadjutor bishop who would 
succeed him upon his retirement 
in the fall of 1952.

Bishop Scarlett said he will 
turn over the responsibility of se- 
curing men to fill vacancies as 
they occur. Also he said he 
would turn over responsibility for 
all missionary work of the dio- 
cese; division of the confirmation 
services, and finally more and 
more work of the diocese as the

In announcing his plans, Bishop 
Scarlett suggested that the con- 
vention elect someone living out- 
side of St. Louis county for the 
position in order that he may 
more thoroughly canvass. the 
needs and opportunities of the 
diocese outstate. 

It is mandatory in the Episco- 
pal Church that bishops retire 
upon reaching the age of 72. 
Bishop Scarlett, who is 62 years 
old, told the convention he felt 
it was necessary to have a young- 
er man to do the work which, 
he said, required constant travel 
throughout the state. 

At 6 o’clock tonight a dinner 
will be given in the Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial in honor of Bishop Scar- 
lett on his twentieth anniversary 
as bishop.

U. 9. JEWISH YOUR 
MAY STUDY IN ISRAEL 


Member of Parliament Tells 
of Plan for High School 
Students in Talk Here.

A plan to educate American 
Jewish youth in high schowls of 
Israel was described here yester- 
day by Miss Ada Maimon, a mem- 
ber of the Israel parliament. 

Miss Maimon, who is making 
an airplane tour of this country 
to confer with chapters of the 
Pioneer Women’s Organizations, 
labor Zionist group, spoke at an 
afternoon meeting with members 
of the three St. Louis chapters at 
the Hamilton-Wilshire Hotel. 

The American young people 
would receive three years of high 
school instruction and obtain full 
school credit on their return un- 
der the proposed plan, Miss Mai- 
mon explained. “Of course, we 
would hope that many would re- 
main in Israel to make their 
careers,” she added. : 

American emigrants, “as many 
as will come,” are wanted in the 
new state, Miss Maimon said. “Al- 
though 400,000 new settlers have 
arrived in the two years since 
Israel was established, and emi- 
grants come at the rate of 10,000 
to 15,000 a month, we still need 
settlers, and those from America 
can take their place as skilled 
or unskilled workers. America 
might provide us with many lead- 
ers,” she said. 

The visitor asked the women’s 
organization, which corresponds 
to the Israel council of women 
workers, or Moatzoth Hopoaloth, 
to increase their efforts to raise 
funds for the nine agricultural 
settlement schools and other in- 
stitutions the council operates. 
The St. Louis organization is con- 
ducting an annual fund drive end- 
ing May 14. Now in its twenty- 
fifth year of work, it raised $30,- 
000 here last year. 

Miss Maimon was born in Rus- 
sia and went to Palestine in 1912 
with her brother, now Rabbi Ye- 
huda Maimon, Israel Minister of 
Religion. Thirty years ago she 
started the Ayanoth agricultural 
high school near Tel Aviv with 10 
girls. She now lives at the school 
which has 400 boys and girls and 
has taught 1800. 

She was a leading fighter for 
woman suffrage, which was in- 
corporated in the new nation’s 
constitution. Four months ago she 
introduced successful legislation 
to fix the minimum age of mar- 
riage for girls at 18 years, or 17 
years with parental consent. 

“Girls used to be married at 10 
or 12 years in families emigrated 
from the Arab states. This was 
one of our problems of re-educa- 
tion of new citizens,” she said.

Two Crucial Primaries in the South 


RIMARY elections are being held in Florida and Alabama that 
will be watched as closely as the national election in the fall. 


The hottest primary is in Flor- 
ida, where Senator Claude Pep- 
per is in a fight for his political 
life. Opposing him is Congress- 
man George A. Smathers of Flor- 
ida’s Fourth Dis- 
trict. What gives 
this mortal com- 
bat a special 
fillip of irony is 
that Smathers 
was once Pep- 
per’s protege 
and pupil of 
Senator Pep- 
per’s special 


Florida indicate 

that the pupil peaper 
now excels the master. Smathers 
is leaning heavily on charges he 
repeats in speeches day after day 
that Pepper is a Red and a friend 
of Communists. 


Observers hesitate to guess -the 
outcome. The belief in Washing- 
ton is that Pepper’s fate turns on 
the size of the Negro vote. If as 
many as 85,000 Negroes are regis- 
tered and go to the polls, most of 
them, it is thought, will vote for 
Pepper and supply the margin es- 
sential to win. 


There is an irony in this, too, 
inasmuch as Pepper has been try- 
ing hard to disclaim the Truman 
civil rights program which Smath- 
ers wants to tie around his neck. 
The Negro vote would presum- 
ably go to Pepper on his Fair 
Deal voting record and because 
he is less hostile to equal rights 
than his opponent. 


Guilt by Association? 


The campaign has moved into 
a brass knuckles and long knives 
phase exceptional even for the 
fervor of a Southern political bat- 
tle. The Smathers camp is circu- 
lating widely a pamphlet entitled 
“The Red Record of Senator 
Claude Pepper.” 

Spread across two pages is the 
reproduction of a photograph of 
Pepper with Paul Robeson, Negro 
singer who has been one of the 
chief advocates for the Commu- 
nist party and Soviet Russia. An- 
other photograph shows Henry 
Wallace with his arm around 
Pepper. 

What gives this pamphlet spe- 
cial interest is the announcement 
on the title page that reads, 
“Compiled and Published by 
Lloyd C, Leemis, Attorney at Law 
(Former Special Agent Federal 
Bureau of Investigation).” Pep- 
per’s backers in Florida are in- 
dignant at what they say is a 
clear implication that the FBI has 
a file on Pepper and that these 
documents came out of the file.

The real struggle is over elec- 
tion of the State Democratic Ex- 
ecutive Committee. Seventy-two 
members in all are to be elected. 
The Dixiecrat organization, with 
the backing of powerful financial 
interests both North and South, 
is seeking to control the commit- 
tee. 


Both Hill and Alabama’s other 
Senator, John Sparkman, are 
campaigning hard to foil the 
Dixiecrats. Hill used the argu- 
ment that, to defeat civil rights 
legislation, it is essential to stay 
in the Democratic party. Senator 
Robert C. Hendrickson (Rep.), 
New Jersey, promptly picked this 
up and made excellent propagan- 
da of it in challenging the Demo- 
crats on the sincerity of their de- 
sire to enact civil rights legisla- 
tion. 

If the Dixiecrats are defeated 
in Alabama, there are many who 
believe it will be a blow that will 
frustrate the organization gen- 
erally in the South. On the other 
hand if they win, it will be the 
signal for a renewed organiza- 
tion drive in every Souther. 
state. At stake are Southern 
electors who in '52 might throw 
sufficient votes to a Republican 
to decide the election.

Samuel Flagg Bemis 


Bemis is a two-time Pulitzer 
Prize winner. He first won the 
prize in 1927 for another study of 
early American diplomacy: 
“Pinckney’s Treaty, a Study of 
America’s Advantage From Eu- 
rope’s Distress.” . 

Dr. Bemis, who is Sterling pro- 
fessor of diplomatic history and 
inter-American relations at Yale, 
was born in Worcester, Mass., in 
1891. He’ was graduated from 
Clark University in 1912 and took 
his ‘M.A. and Ph.D. degrees at 
Harvard in 1915 and 1916. While 
abroad, during the latter year, he 
was one of the survivors of the 
English Channel steamer Sussex 
when it was sunk by a German 
torpedo. He has taught at Colo- 
rado College, Whitman College 
and George Washington Univer- 
sity and has been at Yale since 
1935. 

While a professor at Whitman 
College, Walla Walla, Wash., 
Bemis was awarded a $3000 prize 
by the Knights of Columbus when 
his first book, “Jay’s Treaty, a 
Study in Commerce and Diplo- 
macy,” was judged the best 
treatise on an American historical 
event written that year. 

His other books, dealing with 
this country’s early diplomatic 
history, include “The Diplomatic 
History of the United States,” 
and “The Latin-American Policy 
of the United States.”

Albert Bertram (Bud) Guthrie

Miss Brooks’s remarkable suc- 
cess in the field of letters since 
the publication of her first vol- 
ume of verse, “ Street in. Bronze- 
ville,” in 1945, is widely known 
in literary circles although facts 
about her life are not. Since 
1945, she has been given two Gug- 
genheim awards and a $1000 grant 
for literature by the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters and 
the National Institute of Arts and 
Letters in 1946. “Mademoiselle” 
magazine nominated her one of 
10 women of the year in 1945. 

Her “Bronzeville” portrayed the 
poverty, loneliness, the fantasy of 
escape and the finality of death 
of a segment of her people. It 
was called a “Small Spoon River 
Anthology of the Negro.” Miss 
Brooks’s “Annie Allen,” continu- 
ing the setting, is a series of bal- 
lads, sonnets and narrative poems 
about a Negro woman as daugh- 
ter, wife and mother.

Miss Brooks is the first Negro 
ever to win a Pulitzer Prize for 
literature. 

Miss Brooks has been previ- 
ously acclaimed for poetry which 
has been described as “A Small 
Spoon River Anthology of the Ne- 
gro.” “Annie Allen” is a series of 
ballads, sonnets and narrative 
poems concerning city. dwellers, 
particularly describing one woman 
as daughter, wife and mother. The 
earlier poetry of the Chicago 
poet has been-praised by critics 
and has won her Guggenheim fel- 
lowships. 

An unusual musical play, “The 
Consul,” by Gian-Carlo Menotti, 
concerning life in a dictatorship, 
won the award in music.

ARGENTINA LIKELY 
10 GET US. LOAN 
OF $125,000 000 


Credit to Be Advanced 
‘by Export-Import Bank 
and Possibly by Private 
Syndicate. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
Argentina was reported in line 
today for a commercial credit of 
about $125,000,000 from the 


United States. 7 

Officials who declined to be 
quoted indicated that such a loan 
would result when pending studies 
of Argentina’s financial structure 
are completed. 

The money would go toward 
helping Argentina retire about 
$100,000,000 owed to American 
exporters for several years and 
to help the country buy farm ma- 
chinery from American concerns. 

It was understood that the 
credit would be handled through 
private channels. The Argentine 


would not seek a direct govern- 
ment loan. 

It was not immediately clear 
whether the entire $125,000,000 
would come from the Export- 
Import Bank or be shared by that 
government lending agency with 
a syndicate of private banks. 

Ramon A. Cereijo, Argentine 
Treasury Minister, who is Presi- 
dent Juan Peron’s closest eco- 
nomic adviser, has been in Wash- 
ington discussing trade and eco- | 
nomic problems. 

Cereijo furnished the Export- 
Import Bank and the State De- 
partment with voluminous data 
on Argentina’s financial situation. 
The department and the bank 
have been reviewing this for about 
two weeks.

YES, INDEED! A man with the alert grasp of modern 
psychology which this executive demonstrates, is bound to in- 
crease the sale: in any business. 

There are three degrees of effective stimuli or 
“appeals,” as they are frequently designated in the advertising 
field. The most effective is the “first degree” stimulus, which 
consists of the adequate appeal in actual contact with the re- 
ceptor cell in our nervous system which is best adapted for it. 

To be specific, an actual bite of apple pie on the tongue 
is a “first degree” stimulus and causes the flow of saliva better 
than even “second degree” printed or spoken phrase “apple 
pie.” The word “dessert” is “third degree.” 


* * * 


| SILK AND SATIN are also most effective when they be- 
come “first degree” stimuli, as when rubbed between the 
thumb and finger. Thus, you can see the well known axiom 
from business psychology: “Get your merchandise into the 
hands of your customers!” Or give them free samples so they 
can taste what you have to offer. 

Words are not as effective appeals as the actual substances. 
Words fall into two classes; namely, the “second degree” and 
the “third degree” appeals. “Meat” is a “third degree” or 
generic type of stimulus. “Lamb chops” is the “second degree” 
and more definite. 

When a waitress asks, “What will you have for dessert?” 
we seldom respond specifically, for “dessert” is a generic or a 
“third degree” stimulus. So we ask the waitress, “What do you 
have?” She replies with “Pie, cake and ice cream.” But we 
force her to be still more specific and inquire, “What kind of 
pie?” As she finally enumerates apple, mince, pumpkin, raisin, 
ete., we finally grow hungry for one specific type.

When I ran it through for him 
in the rushes, he never cracked 
a smile. He just growled at me: 
‘To teach you a lesson, Capra, I'm 
going to leave that: scene in the 
picture and watch you squirm 
when it lays the biggest egg in 
history!’

ae Canasta to Win 


in Zionsville, Ind., 

asks a question about the situ- 

ation illustrated by the follow- 
ing hand: 


The dealt upcard is a red three. 
It is covered by the top card of 
the stock, which turns out to be a 
deuce. So the deuce is covered, in 
turn, by a nine. 

Now it’s the turn of the player 
who holds this hand. He puts his 
red three on the table and takes 
the top card of the stock to re- 
place it. It is another nine. 

Now, having a pair of nines and 
needing only 50, the player faces 
2-9-9 from his hand and proceeds 
to add the upcard to make his ini- 
tial meld. He adds the deuce to his 
hand, puts the red three from the 
pack on the table and reaches to 
replace that three from the stock. 
The opponents make two claims: 
First, having begun his play by 
drawing the nine from stock, he 


may not switch to the discard pile. 
Second, in any case he is not en- 
titled to a replacement draw for a 
red three taken with the discards. 
Who is right? 

The player is entitled to take 
the discard pile, after replacing 
the red three dealt to him. His 
replacement draw for a red three 
was, in reality, part of the com- 
pletion of the deal. This wouid 
be true even if all the others had 
already played and it was the 
dealer's first turn. He was entitled 
to replace the red three as soon 
as it was dealt to him: he waited 
his turn as a matter of custom, to 
avoid confusion. His turn did not 
really begin until he had rectified 
his hand by replacing the red 
three. But it is only on the first 
turn, and then only to replace a 
deait red three, that he can draw 
a replacement from the stock and 
still take the discard pile if able. 
So the opponents were wrong in 
their first claim. 

However, in their second con- 
tention the opponents were quite 
correct. There is no replacement 
draw for a red three picked up 
with the pack. 

Question: Is it legal to place a 
wild card on an opponent's meld 
to keep him from completing a 
natural canasta? 

Answer: It is never legal to add 
a card to an opponent's meld, only 
to your own.

Nonsense Words and How 
They Grew. 

T. LOUIS: How do you account 
§ ter the “n” in passenger and 

messenger?—E. E. H. 

Answer: The “n” is intrusive, 
j.e., it has crept into the words 
illegitimately. The words entered 
Middle English from the French 
as “passager” and “messager.” In 
Webster's original American Dic- 
tionary of the English language, 
“messager” is listed as the first- 
choice spelling, and “passager’”’ is 
the only choice, although followed 
by this note: “This word is usual- 
ly written ‘passenger.’ ” 

Many other English words have 
intrusive vowels or consonants. 
The “d” of thunder is intrusive, 
for the original Anglo-Saxon 
word was “thunor.” Nimble, in 
Middle English, was “nimel.” 
Thimble was “thymel.” Thumb 
was the Anglo-Saxon “thuma,” 
which in Middle English, evolved 
thus: thume, thoumbe, thombe. 

The “1” of “could” is intrusive. 
The Middle English spelling was 
“coude”; the Anglo-Saxon was

Another curious intrusion has 
occurred in such words as nick- 
name and newt, “a kind of sala- 
mander.” Nickname, originally, 
was “ekename”™” and meant “‘sur- 
name.” The original Middle Eng- 
lish spelling of newt was “ewte.” 
In speech, “an ekename” and “an 
ewte” were mistaken for “a 
nekename” and “a newte.” The 
errors persisted until finally the 
words sprouted permanent initial 
“‘n’s” and became “nickname” and 
“newt.” 


But the opposite occurred in 
the case of apron, umpire, and 
adder, the viper. Apron entered 
Middle English from the Old 
French as napron, a word ¢losely 
akin to napkin, both having 
evolved from the Latin nappa, 
“table napkin.” Umpire in Middle 
English, was nompere, from the 
Old French nonper, “not even,” 
hence, a third (person). The adder, 
in Anglo-Saxon, was naedre, which 
became the Middle English nad- 


dre. 


Now these three words when 
spoken were taken to be “an 
apron, an ompere, an addre,” 
hence, the» modern. spelling 
“apron, umpire, adder.”

Bill Inge Writing New Play, Thinks He'll Mark 100th Performance of First With Champagne, Caviar

—May 12, to be exact—St. Louis 
playwright William Inge thinks he 
may celebrate the occasion by 
downing a fair size bucket full of 
caviar and a few goblets of cham- 
pagne. 

There’s no doubt but that “Bill” 
Inge will be able to afford the 
caviar and bubble water, since 
his play about a reformed souse 
and a slattern wife is doing a 
robust business at the Booth 
Theater box office. And Inge 
thinks a little indulgence in lux- 
ury won't hurt him. Time was, 
he remembers, when he lived for 
a whole week on nothing but 
peanut butter and bread. 

“But so far,” says Inge, “I've 
committed only one extravagance. 
I bought myself a cashmere sports 
jacket.” 

Now holed up in a quiet re- 
treat in Greenwich, Conn., Inge 
is hard at work on another play, 
but he gets daily reports from 
New York on the growing popu- 
larity of “Come Back, Little 
Sheba.” Stimulated by the re- 
cent Antoinette Perry awards to 
Shirley Booth and Sidney Black- 
mer for their character work in 
the play, ticket sales indicate that 
Inge’s first Broadway play is in 
for a long and healthy run. 

“I felt that I had a good play 
from the very start,” the tall, thin 
former Washington University in- 
structor explained to this reporter. 
“And even after reading the mur- 
derous opening night reviews 
some of the critics gave it, I still 
felt the same way.” 

Despite the division of opinion 
among those gentlemen whom 
Winchell calls ‘“dramassassins,” 
“Come Back, Little Sheba” was 
no case of theatrical infanticide. 
While some critics panned the 
piece, others—and the public— 
stayed to applaud. The Perry

NGE says that “Come Back, Lit- 

tle Sheba” is simply an indorse- 

ment of Henry David Thoreau’s 
conviction that “we all live lives 
of quiet desperation.” Set in a 
typical small American town, it is 
the story of a reformed drunk, a 
frustrated doctor turned chiro- 
practor, and his hopelessly reman- 
tic wife who slops about the 
house in bedroom slippers listen- 
ing to soap operas and mourning 
the loss of her little dog, Sheba. 

As the curtain rises on the Inge 
play, Doc, a member of Alcohol- 
ics Anonymous, has been riding 
the wagon for a year. Through 
the endless gabbling of his slat- 
tern wife, Lola, you learn that 
Doc’s binges date back 20 years 
to the time of their marriage, 
which was one of necessity and 
which ruined his hopes of ever 
becoming a respected physician. 
Doc does all right for a while but 
then a psychological crisis set off

ODAY a caress is first of al 

an embrace. And it is assumed
